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FOREWORD 


Rarely does one find a collection like Chris Combet’s - one that can be termed a true collection. Chris 
and I met in the mid-1980s through Michael Sharp, who had sent him over to see me as I had acquired a 
small hoard of Elizabeth I and James I silver. Chris walked into my shop and his magnificent waistcoat 


was the first thing that I noticed. He selected a few pieces and the rest, as they say, is history. 


Chris started collecting in 1957, and that’s when his passion for Elizabeth I coins began. His enthusiasm 
rubbed off on me and I found myself searching high and low for pieces that he needed. If a coin he 


wanted turned up in an auction, the order was ‘Just buy it!’. 


An additional, and very pleasant, surprise to myself and Chris’s family was the discovery of hand- 
written index cards covering most of the collection. Each describes in great detail the legends, grade 
and purchase details of the coin to which it pertains, so we now know that the first coin he purchased 
was the 1568 sixpence, in Swanage in 1957. Photocopies of the index cards are available to purchasers 


of the lots. 


Chris had the pick of Baldwin’s downstairs stock, including a great many coins from the Lingford 
Collection, and the collection contains numerous rarities, surpassing the great collections of the past 
like Murdoch, Montague and Lockett, even Schneider. Chris took great pride in his collection and one 
hopes that his coins will now go to old and new collectors alike. In this and the forthcoming sales there 
is a wealth of opportunities to find rare and interesting pieces or just to upgrade, and we hope you'll 


enjoy studying the catalogues and adding to your own collection.

Chris was born in New Cross, south east London, the only child of Arthur and Julia Comber on 276 
October 1944. He attended Haberdashers’ Aske’s boys’ school and was a proud Old Askean. In later years 
he continued to enjoy life to the full despite some health issues, enjoying family occasions and contributing 
to British Association of Numismatic Societies Congresses with his characteristic enthusiasm. Chris died on 
2°4 February 2019 aged 74. 


Chris entered the world of marine insurance as a chartered average adjuster in 1963 and rapidly became 
very well respected in his field. Chris married Rita in 1971 and they went on to have two children, Matt and 
Pranki. Chris loved music, with tastes ranging from traditional country and western to early rock ‘n’ roll. He 
was an accomplished singer and guitar player and during the 1960s and 70s performed in London bars and 
clubs. Chris recorded three albums of old-time country music produced by a German record label, leading 
to him and his music partner conducting a tour of German folk festivals in the mid-1970s. 


Chris’s interest in coins began in the summer of 1957 when, at the age of 12, he had a chance encounter with 
a 1568 Elizabeth I sixpence he saw in a shop window while on holiday in Swanage. Successfully persuading 
his parents of the benefits of paying over eight shillings for a sixpence, this coin became the foundation of 
the collection now being presented for sale by St James’s Auctions. 


A passionate numismatist, Chris researched his subject meticulously and went on to produce The Hammered Silver 
Coins Produced at the Tower Mint during the Reign of Elizabeth I in partnership with I. D. Brown and W. Wilkinson 
that has become a recognised reference document for the silver coinage of Elizabeth I. His talks on subjects 
such as The Pattern Shillings of Elizabeth I, The Trade Coinage of Elizabeth I and The Irish Harp coimages of Henry VII 
were a highlight of the numismatic circuit. These talks were renowned for their accuracy and detail and were 
complemented by the display of the actual, often unique, examples of the coins described, brought from his own 
collection. 


Chris was devoted to his wife and family and loved spending time with his children and four grandchildren. 
Chris will be remembered by all who knew him for his generosity, unassuming manner, sense of humout, 
vast numismatic knowledge and his notoriously extravagant waistcoats.

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ONE OF THE EARLIEST GOLD COINS STRUCK AFTER 
ELIZABETH ASSUMED THE THRONE

The reverse appears to be a later state of Schneider 737 with the addition of a small letter t punched between PROTOGE 
and EAM. Collector’s note - ‘excessively rare, unknown combination of oby. ending with rev. reading,’ 


As one of the earliest gold coins struck after Elizabeth assumed the throne, this coin highlights the extraordinary 
succession of the second daughter of Henry VIII who was declared an illegitimate heir upon the rejection and 
beheading of her mother, Anne Boleyn. Her half-sister Mary and her half-brother Edward both enjoyed legitimacy 
as rightful heirs resulting from an Act of Parliament shortly after Henry’s death, but Elizabeth existed in the shadows 
at that time and was not mentioned in the act. The social situation in 1558 was such that the princess was met with 
rejoicing across the kingdom after the disastrous reigns of her half-siblings ended. Blessed with a brilliant mind, 
Elizabeth realized that, in order to secure her success as queen, she needed to quickly address a number of issues, one 
of which was the sad state of the money which had only been slightly improved under the brief reigns of Mary and 
Edward. Attempting to curb spending by the Crown and reform the hated taxes of old, at the end of her life Mary 
had ordered a new Book of Rates in 1558, and Elizabeth immediately confirmed these with the result that revenue 
increased while at the same time the new rates were viewed as based on a fairer taxation. In fact, however, the money, 
particularly the gold, did not much benefit until the English navy began systematic raiding of Spanish fleets in 1567. 
Thus gold remained scarce during the first decade of Elizabeth’s reign—output slight and survival of examples scant. 
In reality, the process of restoring faith in the money was long and fraught with difficulties—success being largely 
the achievements of the mint’s master, Sir Edmund Peckham (until November 1560), and the chief engraver, Derek 
Anthony, who held the post until 1599 and was responsible for much that we see on Elizabeth’s fine coinage.

Whilst the ‘fine sovereign’ continued the style of Elizabeth’s predecessors, during this reign it bloomed, appearing in a 
variety of subtly different forms; its reverse legend, first seen in the previous reign as the motto of a devout Catholic 
queen, translated from Latin to mean “This is the work of the Lord and it is marvellous in our eyes’ (from Psalm 118). 
The always sagacious Elizabeth saw it as a statement of her own Christian faith without, however, a direct connection 
to the Catholicism which had split the kingdom so disastrously. It was but one of numerous examples of what has been 
called the queen’s va media. Elizabeth never revealed the exact nature of her own faith and thus remained both aloof and 
protected from all internal enemies. Few monarchs through our long history have been so clever. At precisely the time 
this largest gold coin of the kingdom was being struck, bearing the cross-crosslet initial mark, an erstwhile employee 
of the mint at Paris escaped his creditors and arrived in London. His talents were superior and fast recognised. Eloy (or 
Hloye) Mestrelle took up residence at the Royal Mint, charged with implementing advances in the quality of the coinage 
through his version of the rolling mill and the use of his various pieces of minting equipment, brought from Paris. By 
the end of 1561 he showed that he could create beautiful coins made of fine silver that were neatly round and displayed 
elegant lettering and an impressive image of the queen. Dies were engraved by Derek Anthony but Mestrelle’s use of 
the horse-powered screw-press clearly amplified the ultimate direction the coinage would take—the coins being finer 
than any previously made at the Royal Mint. But the equipment was designed for smaller coins than the massive ‘fine 
sovereign’ which continued to be hammered out in the traditional fashion. One quality of the coins that Mestrelle 
made far better than ever in the past was the sharpness and consistency of the legends near the rims. These had never 
been uniformly sharp when hammered. If we look at the legends on the beautiful coin in this lot, it becomes apparent 
that the minters hammering out this piece did their best to try to equal what Mestrelle accomplished—legends boldly 
declaring the force of the monarchy and its faith in God. Other coins in this wonderful collection sometimes are this 
coin’s equal in sharpness, but they too are exceptions and they are mostly of later periods—not struck at just this time 


when the hammering method was being compared to an innovation of manufacture.

Exhibiting the seldom encountered ‘A’ initial mark (also seen on the following coin), this beautiful and massive gold 
coin enjoys an historical association that should appeal to many bidders: it was minted when the population, of 
some four million, was more than adequate for the needs of commerce. In short, unemployment was rampant. The 
companies of merchants, especially in London, sought to export labour—to encourage emigration, both for their own 
financial benefit and to alleviate the shortage of work. The first attempts to colonise America came from this impulse 
as the settlement of Virginia was founded in 1585. Whilst it failed, it nevertheless set in motion a history of emigration. 
What did succeed, and considerably lessened the problem of employment, was the growth of an industry that supplied 
the goods and services of export trade across the Mediterranean during the last three decades of Elizabeth’s reign. 
Inflation occurred but so did increases in wages, all of which called for more money, gold coins for foreign business 
and silver coins mainly for internal commerce. Ultimately there was a need for silver trade coins (the testerns used 
by the East India Company), but in the 1580s it was gold that dominated trade. The largest pieces, such as this coin, 
frequently moved abroad and ended up being melted for the metal used to make other countries’ money.

This magnificently designed and engraved issue lasted for just a decade, coins bearing the ‘A’ initial mark being the 
first made. Struck using gold that was nearly pure (.995 fine), these pieces were intended for trading across Europe 
and indeed throughout the Mediterranean. The obverse image suggests no less: the crowned, bejewelled sovereign in 
her elegant ruff peers intently at the viewer from the deck of her warship. Her flag bearing her single initial flutters 
to her right with the wind coming from behind, an image highly suggestive of travelling forth in search of trade or 
triumph. Replacing the usual Tudor royal shield on its reverse, this coin displays a bold spur rowel, again suggestive of 
vigorous advance—the spur used to urge on horses, the rowel being the sharp-pointed revolving disk at the end of the 
spur—and the device is surrounded by both royal insignia and a legend that, again, suggests passing onward. Most of 
the original mintage has vanished, and this coin remains one of the most desired of all Tudor monies.

The woolpack initial (or mint) mark is especially appropriate on this denomination, for the coins made of ‘crown gold’

was slowing down by the 1590s and in fact, after the ryal ceased being issued, there was a continual minting of gold 
pounds, half-pounds and crowns—but no more ‘fine gold’ pieces.

The decade of the 1570s had been one of constant plundering of treasure-laden Spanish ships, the captured gold often 
being melted for new English coinage, in fact enabling ample mintages of gold coins known to collectors as the Second and 
Third issues—angels, sovereigns and pounds aplenty. Spain became increasingly vigilant, however, leading up to the invasion 
by the Armada and its defeat during the summer of 1588. The ‘last dash’ of English gold in quantity was just then being 
minted, most visibly in the beautifully warlike ryals of 1583-1592. Elizabeth’s early glory then began to wane. In the later 
1590s, Spain’s King Philip I sent two more armadas to invade English shores, the attempts halted more by the weather than 
by our navy. Internal harmony was fragile and disrupted by Tyrone’s Rising (financed and armed by Spain) in 1595 and by 
Essex’s Revolt in early 1601. Although still at war with Spain, Queen Elizabeth’s forces put down the two internal revolts and 
she ended the year 1601 with a famous ‘golden speech’ before Parliament in November that proved that her sovereignty was 
intact. Though weakened by age, she nonetheless glowed at Court almost to her final days. Her kingdom, however, was facing 
peril and uncertainty as the Tudor Age ended and a new royal house came to power just a few years after this impressive 
gold coin was minted. New denominations would soon appear, some truly glorious and owing their inspiration to the best 
of Elizabeth’s coinage, but some pedestrian—an observation that none of the last Tudor’s money could ever be accused of.

Breaking with age-old tradition, the previous initial marks were abandoned in favour of cyphers as of 1 May 1600, the 
first use of the ‘O’ mark. This continued until 20 May 1601; the ‘1’ mark began being used from 29 July of that year, 
extending until 14 May 1602. The final mark first appeared the next day, 15 May 1602, and continued in use until 24 
March 1603. Popular belief amongst collectors is that these cyphers coincide with years, but the actual dates of use 
of the three cyphers does not entirely support that idea. As Peter Woodhead succinctly states in his catalogue of the 
Schneider Collection (vol. 1, p. 75), ‘Although Elizabeth I’s gold coins do not bear dates, a regular system of control 
using pyx trials was operated and records of these allow, in most cases, exact dates to be accorded to initial marks.’ In 
his Table 14 he further states a total value (in £s, not number of coins) of ‘crown gold’ struck using both cyphers ‘1’ 
and ‘2’ came to a mere £21,737. ‘Fine gold’ coinage came to just £1,292 using the last two cyphers. Yet another factor 
may also be considered as the coinage as a whole declined. Derek Anthony, the engraver of most of the gold issues 
of this reign, ended his tenure as chief engraver on 12 July 1599, when he was replaced by his son, Charles Anthony, 
whose work we are probably viewing in this lot, although as Craig tells us (The Mint, p. 131), ‘he was displaced for some 
years by the famous miniaturist, Nicholas Hilliard. . . ” This is indeed a fascinating coin!

The very first British ‘trade dollar’ was this coin, quite rare today, issued for the Honourable East India Company, 
which received its charter from the queen dated 11 January 1601 but promulgated on the very last day of 1600. The 
coin was modelled after the Spanish 8-reales coin of the same size and value, and struck at the Tower Mint.
